I have never been a fan of rat­ 
tlesnake hunting. But have always 
taken a live and let live attitude 
about them.

There are those who strongly 
oppose them on the grounds that the 
hunts mess up the ecology by killing 
off the snakes. But this has never 
been a complaint of mine since I 
figure that the less snakes there are 
around the better off we all are. 
But it seems to me that the rat­ 
tlesnake hunt at Brownwood has 
gone a little too far. They hold a 
rattlesnake sacking contest and 
name the world champion in this 
event. The winner was Cotton 
Dillard of Cross Plains who sacked 
IO of the snakes in 31.7 seconds. 
Now in this contest, ten live rat­ 
tlesnakes, caught in the annual 
Brownwood rattlesnake roundup, 
are dumped into a pit. The con­ 
testant goes into the pit and with the 
help of a “pinner”—a golf-club like 
tool to pin the snake’s head—tries to 
grab the snakes and dump them into 
a sack held by his partner. 
Two of the contestants in this 
contest were hospitalized and three 
others were bitten or scratched but 
did not require hospitalization. 
Now, to me at least, this whole 
contest makes about as much sense 
as putting a shell in a pistol, spinning 
the cylinder, pointing the gun to your 
head and pulling the trigger. 
Maybe I am wrong, but it seems to 
me that there should be some kind of 
limit to this kind of contest.

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Gardening Season At Hand

Spring gardening season is 
at 
hand, 
and 
many 
homeowners are already 
preparing 
seedbeds 
and 
planting 
their 
favorite 
vegetables, reports Kirby 
Clayton, county agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
V e g e ta b le 
p la n t in g 
is 
regulated 
by 
th e 
a v e ra g e 
date of th e la s t killing frost. 
Numerous 
vegetables 
which are tolerant to cold 
weather may be planted four 
or more weeks before the last 
frost date. These include 
beets, broccoli, Brussels 
sprouts, cabbage, carrots, 
lettuce, onions, Irish potatoes 
and turnips. 
Those leas hardy which 
should not be planted until 
about the time of the last frost 
date include snap beans, 


Lima beans, sweet corn, 
cucumbers, 
cantaloupes, 
mustard, 
squash 
and 
tomatoes. 
Before planting, Clayton 
suggests 
preparing 
the 
seedbed to a depth of 8 to IO 
inches so that it is loose and 
not coarse and lumpy. Apply 
two to three pounds of a 
complete fertilizer such as 
12*12*12 per IOO square feet 
and work it into the soil. Then 
form the beds for planting. 
Plant as early as possible 
depending on the hardiness of 
the particular vegetable 
crop. Select varieties well 
adapted to this coiaity. Use 
transplants where possible to 
get the crop off to a head 
start. 
When planting seed, cover 
them with soil three to four 
times 
their 
widest 


measurement, especially for 
big-seeded crops such as 
com, beans, cucumbers and 
squash. Cover small seeds 
such as carrots and lettuce 
with one-half to one-fourth 
inch of soil. Keep the soil 
moist to enhance germination 
bitt do not overwater. 
Once the crops are up, 
water them as needed so that 
the water penetrates the soil 
to a depth of at least six

inches. Most gardens need 
about the same amount of 
moisture as delivered by one 
inch of rain a week during the 
growing season. Light sandy 
soils may require more 
frequent watering 
Always 
water in the morning or at 
least not later than midaf­ 
ternoon so that plants will dry 
before night, advises Clayton. 
This helps prevent foliage 
diseases. 
Weed control in a garden is 
important, and 
a 
long- 
handed hoe is still the best 
tool around for this purpose. 
Remove weeds as they 
emerge to keep down rein­ 
festations. 
Adding a mulch of straw, 
leaves, grass, bark, gin trash, 
sawdust, peat moss or other 
organic material around 
{dante helps control weeds 
and 
reduces 
soil 
tem­ 
peratures 
and 
moisture 
losses. Black plastic may also 
be used. 
During the growing season, 
keep an eye on your plants to 
detect early signs of insect 
and disease problems, points 
out Clayton. When conditions 
warrant the use of in­ 
secticides and fungicides, 
apply only those that are 
recommended and approved. 
Always read the label on the 
container before using any 
chemical materials. 
Once your vegetable crops 
are approaching maturity,

Wonder if this might not be con­ 
sidered political blackmail? 
The directors of the Seagraves 
Chamber of Commerce attempted to 
obtain Gov. Dolph Briscoe to speak 
at their annual banquet.

Farenthold, Briscoe’s opponent in 
the

philosophy, I can only wonder how 
someone who would want to hear one 
would even consider listening to the 
other. 


I have never been a fan of rat­ 
tlesnake hunting. But have always 
taken a live and let live attitude 
about them. If communities or 
organizations want to hold them it 
was all right with me but I can get by 
just fine without them. 
There are those who strongly 
oppose them on the grounds that the 
hunts mess up the ecology by killing 
off the snakes. But this has never 
been a complaint of mine since I 
figure that the less snakes there are 
around the better off we all are. 
But it seems to me that the rat­ 
tlesnake hunt at Brownwood has 
gone a little too far. They hold a 
rattlesnake sacking contest and 
name the world champion in this 
event. The winner was Cotton 
Dillard of Cross Plains who sacked 
IO of the snakes in 31.7 seconds. 
Now in this contest, ten live rat­ 
tlesnakes, caught in the annual 
Brownwood rattlesnake roundup, 
are dumped into a pit. The con­ 
testant goes into the pit and with the 
help of a “pinner”—a golf-club like 
tool to pin the snake’s head—tries to 
grab the snakes and dump them into 
a sack held by his partner. 
Two of the contestants in this 
contest were hospitalized and three 
others were bitten or scratched but 
did not require hospitalization. 
Now, to me at least, this whole 
contest makes about as much sense 
as putting a shell in a pistol, spinning 
the cylinder, pointing the gun to your 
head and pulling the trigger. 
Maybe I am wrong, but it seems to 
me that there should be some kind of 
limit to this kind of contest. 


Since oil, or the lack of it, is 
constantly in the news and since this 
oil is figured by the barrel I thought 
you might be interested to know just 
how many gallons in a barrel. 
Ask the man on the street and 
most likely his mind would flash to 
the familiar steel oil drum which 
holds a gross amount of 55 gallons. 
But you are probably not aware 
that a “standard barrel” is 31 Vfe 
gallons, and how many of you know 
that the oil industry considers 42 
gallons a barrel? Seems that King 
Henry III may have started the deal 
back in 1266. Old Henry was setting 
up weights and measures for the 
kingdom and wanted everything in 
easily divisible units. 
Then 
along 
about 
1866 
oil 
producers hit on a decision that “an 
allowance of two gallons would be 
made on the gauge of each and every 
40 gallons in favor of the buyer”. . 
.thus the 42-gallon barrel. 


In doing some research the other 
day in the Texas Almanac I found 
that it lists the 1972 cities sales taxes 
per capita. Otherwords, they have 
taken the amount of taxes collected 
for 1972, divided it by the population 
and it shows how much money was 
spent at home by local residents or 
by people coming into the com­ 
munity to make purchases. 
Since most of the cities within this 
area have about the same average 
income, it would seem safe to 
assume that those with the higher

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Gardening Season At Hand 


Spring gardening season is 
at 
hand, 
and 
many 
homeowners are already 
preparing 
seedbeds 
and 
planting 
their 
favorite 
vegetables, reports Kirby 
Clayton, county agent for the 
Texas Agricultural Extension 
Service. 
Vegetable 
planting 
is 
regulated by the average 
date of the last killing frost. 
Numerous 
vegetab les 
which are tolerant to cold 
weather may be planted four 
or more weeks before the last 
frost date. 
These 
include 
beets, broccoli, Brussels 
sprouts, 
cabbage, 
carrots, 
lettuce, onions, Irish potatoes 
and turnips. 
Those less hardy which 
should not be planted until 
about the time of the last frost 
date include 
snap beans, 


Lima beans, sweet corn, 
cucumbers, 
cantaloupes, 
mustard, 
squash 
and 
tomatoes. 
Before planting, Clayton 
suggests 
preparing 
the 
seedbed to a depth of 8 to IO 
inches so that it is loose and 
not coarse and lumpy. Apply 
two to three pounds of a 
complete fertilizer such as 
12-12-12 per IOO square feet 
and work it into the soil. Then 
form the beds for planting. 
Plant as early as possible 
depending on the hardiness of 
the particular vegetable 
crop. Select varieties well 
adapted to this county. Use 
transplants where possible to 
get the crop off to a head 
start. 
When planting seed, cover 
them with soil three to four 
times 
their 
widest 


measurement, especially for 
big-seeded crops such 
as 
corn, beans, cucumbers and 
squash. Cover small seeds 
such as carrots and lettuce 
with one-half to one-fourth 
inch of soil. Keep the soil 
moist to enhance germination 
but do not overwater. 
Once the crops are up, 
water them as needed so that 
the water penetrates the soil 
to a depth of at least six

inches. Most gardens need 
about the same amount of 
moisture as delivered by one 
inch of rain a week during the 
growing season.

Adding a mulch of straw, 
leaves, grass, bark, gin trash, 
sawdust, peat moss or other 
organic material around 
plants helps control weeds 
and 
reduces

moisture 
losses. Black plastic may also 
be used. 
During the growing season, 
keep an eye on your plants to 
detect early signs of insect 
and disease problems, points 
out Clayton. When conditions 
warrant 
the use of in­ 
secticides and fungicides, 
apply only those that are 
recommended and approved. 
Always read the label on the 
container before using any 
chemical materials. 
Once your vegetable crops 
are approaching maturity,
